Although the proposal was ap- 
proved 255 to 234 recently, Arthur 
Bloss, Salem farmer, who led the 
opposition and considered the issue 
settled, found hitherto unrevealed 
opposition which, he says, causes 
A I him to renew the battle. 

Bloss said his decision was con- 
firmed at a meeting attended by 
I 1 residents from all parts of the dis- 
trict at the Legion hall in Silver 
Lake March 24. 

The opposition group notified the 
state of its decision by wire in ef- 
fort to prevent the granting of a 
state loan on the basis of the first 
meeting. The, application had just 
been received, but will be held up 
pending the second ballot, T. A. 
Bakken, chief clerk of the commis- 
sion of public lands, announced. 

Complaint was made that not all 
of the voters were notified of the 
meeting, and the building was too 
crowded for may to get in to vote 
during the limited time. Enrollment 
figures and actual needs were ques- 
tioned. 

Bloss said he hopes to get a 
"truer expression of the will of the 
people by keeping the polls open 
for at least a few hours." The sec- 
ond meeting will start at 8 p. m. 
and the time for closing will be de- 
cided then. 

He charged that the joint state- 
ment of the school board on the 
$400,000 building program implies 
they have the endorsement of the 
state superintendent of instruction 
and his subordinates, when those 
officers have not examined the pro- 
gram since the new Central High 
school district was formed. 



Ernest Levi Simons, well-known 
resident of Antioch, and assessor of 
Antioch township for the past twen- 
ty-two years, passed away yester- 
day (Wednesday) at 11:00 p. m. af- 
ter an illness of two weeks. He had 
been in poor health for the past 
year, however his sudden passing 
was a shock to most residents of the 
community, who did not realize the 
seriousness of his condition. 

He had long been active in com- 
munity affairs and a willing worker 
for progress. He was an active parti- 
cipant in the formation of the 1st 
Fire Prevention District of Illinois, 
which furnishes fire protection for 
the region, and had acted as secre- 
tary and treasurer since the district 
was organized. 

He was a fifty-year member of 
the Sequoit lodge A. F. & A. M., 
and had celebrated the fiftieth an- 
niversary of his marriage to Emma 
Smart on May 10, 1950. His marriage 
took place May 10, 1900. 

Born January 7, 1874, in Antioch, 
the son of Levi and Emelinc Simons, 
he had made his home here all his 
life. He operated the Simons House, 
a hotel located on what is now the 
Village Park, and retired from busi- 
ness about thirty years ago, to de- 
vote his time to his business at Lake 
Marie where he had made his home, 
and to the duties of his public -of- 
fices. 

Survivors include his wife, Em- 
ma, one daughter, Mrs. Lloyd Mur- 
rie, a brother, Ira Simons, a sister, 
Mrs. Dora Sabin and two grand- 
children.

"We have exactly doubled on all 
needs and naturally the maintaining 
costs have more than doubled con- 
sidering tho price increases on all 
individual items during this period. 
It is absolutely impossible to main- 
tain efficient service to the children 
of the school on the old 1947 Budget. 

"Our operating income still 
stands at the 1947 level of 55c per 
S100 assessed valuation or $40,000. 
This is less than enough to pay the 
salaries of the 14 people on the 
school staff and leaves nothing for 
heat, light, transportation and sup- 
plies. Consequently our school board 
has had to operate on borrowed 
money. Now their power to borrow 
has reached an end. 

"The average for the state for 
educating a child is $300 per year. 
On the basis Gavin should have 
$90,000 a year; wc are asking for 
$55,000 per year which would be an

P. T. A. Told of Bills in 

Hopper at Springfield 

Affecting Them 

Bills before the state . legislature 
if passed will permit school districts 
to bypass the steps of the Butler 
bill to obtain present or even in- 
creased revenues as needed, Ray 
Newanham, Zion, legislative chair- 
man of the Illinois Education asso- 
ciation for this area told the Anti- 
och P. T. A. Monday evening. 

The Antioch grade school is inter- 
ested in these measures because it 
is affected by the supreme court 
ruling in the Bcnsenville case which 
made tho Antioch school tax col- 
lections illegal. 

Those affected hy the decision 
| could under the proposed measures 
obtain the desired amount through 
one referendum. The Butler bill 
called for stepping up the increases 
yearly from .50, .75, .90, to 1.125 per 
cent, whereas Antioch, as did most 
other schools at the advice ■ of 
Chapman and Cutler le*ped over 
some of these steps. 

Newanham also said that House 
Bill 120 calls for increasing the mi- 
nimum of teachers' salaries from 
$1,200 to $1,800, an amount to be 
paid those working toward a degree 
and working on certificate. Those 
with a bachelor of education degree 
with a master of science degree 
will get a minimum of $2,400 and 
$2,600. 

He said he favored this bill as a 
means of increasing teachers' sal- 
aries in general over the state. Sal- 
aries here arc well above the mini- 
mum. 

He approved the bill calling for 
loyalty oaths from teachers, but dis- 
approved senat bill 224 calling for 
a reduction of qualifying aid for 
state aid in equalization from 40 
cents a hundred to 25 cents a hun- 
dred, assessed valuation. 

The meeting was held in the ca- 
feteria of the new addition of the 
school.

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Economic Highlights 

On our side, the war in Korea has become a 
new kind of conflict. The classic goal of warfare is 
to capture or destroy important ground — cities, ter- 
minals, industrial districts, supply dumps, and so 
reduce the enemy's power to fight. In the initial 
stages of the Korean war, when the UN forces were 
opposed by the North Korean forces only, this' was 
our goal there to a great extent. But it is no longer. 
We are fighting the Chinese, but no one seriously 
envisions driving across the Manchurian border in an 
attempt to capture Chinese land. And our planes arc 
not permitted to fight or bomb over Chinese territory. 

Our current plan was clearly and succinctly 
stated by General Ridgway, the able UN ground com- 
mander in Korea. It is not to capture "real estate" — 
most of which is of small value now. It is, instead, 
to kill as many Chinese soldiers as possible with 
minimum punishment to ourselves. If we can hit 
and hold our ground, well and good. If that becomes 
too costly, the policy is to move out, conserving our 
human resources, and to hit again another day and in 
another place. The "we will stand here to the last 
man" idea is out. 

Our own casualties in Korea have been very 



heavy— they have passed the 50,000 mark, the great 
majority among the ground forces. In the early days 
of the war the only troops available were occupation 
forces from Japan, many with little or no experience 
in combat. They took terrific losses. It was also nec- 
essary to commit units piece-meal, In pitifully small 
detachments, and too swelled the grim toll of killed, 
injured and missing in action. Many of the replace- 
ments and reinforcements from the United States 
were half-trained peace-time soldiers, and they also 
lost heavily. Ast the casualty list shows, Korea is a 
far cry from a police action to those involved in it. 
U is a major war. 

But our losses have diminished to a remarkable 
degree in late months— due to the Ridgway strategy, 
to the hard-won battle experience of the troops, and 
to the great flood of improved equipment we have 
sent to Korea, And the Chinese casualties are in- 
credibly high. 

In its issue of March 2nd, U. S. News 8c World 
Report said that China's best armies, totaling 900,000 
men, were moved to Manchuria for use in Korea, and 
about hair that force has been committed. Of the lost, 
one out of three has become a casualty — for a total 
of 185,000. That means, the magazine pointed out, that 
if the present casualty rate continues, China will have 
lost two out of. three men, totaling 370,000, of those 
she committed to Korea. And the best observers be- 
lieve that no nation, no matter how vast her reserves 
of manpower, can go on indefinitely losing trained 
men at that terrible rate. 

Moreover, American ground, air and sea forces 
seem to have been remarkably successful in prevent- 
ing the movement of adequate supplies to the Chinese 
army in Korea. Gasoline, transport, heavy ammunition 
and weapons — everything is short. We, on the other 
hand, have built up our firepower to an overwhelming 
degree. 

We are staying on in Korea, then, because we 
can inflict enormous losses on the enemy while taking 
relatively small losses ourselves. Some top military 
men believe that the Chinese — who are said to be 
disappointed by the small amount of aid given them 
by Russia— will eventually pull out of Korea and let 
the war die. If that happens, it will be the first real 
defeat world communism has had to take.
